Dear Chairman Honanie: 

On December 28, 2016, President Barack Obama established the Bears Ears National Monument 
under the authority of the Antiquities Act to preserve numerous objects of scientific and historic 
interest located throughout this 1.35 million-acre monument. The National Monument includes 
federal lands administered by the U.S. Department of the Interior, Bureau of Land Management 
and the U.S. Department of Agriculture, U.S. Forest Service. The monument is located within in 
San Juan County, Utah. As the regional leaders of these two federal agencies, we are writing to 
initiate collaboration with the Bears Ears Commission Tribal members, as outlined in the 
proclamation. 

The Presidential proclamation has identified numerous steps that must be taken to collaboratively 
determine the appropriate management of the National Monument, including the establishment 
of an Advisory Committee, a Bears Ears Commission (Commission), and the development of a 
Monument Management Plan. The proclamation specified that the Commission will consist of 
one elected officer designated by the following Tribes-Hopi Nation, Navajo Nation, Ute 
Mountain Ute Tribe, Ute Indian Tribe of the Uintah Ouray, and Zuni Tribe. We understand that 
the Tribes have already begun internally deliberating to identify their respective appointments to 
the Bears Ears Commission. The proclamation also states that the Co mm ission may adopt such 
procedures as it deems necessary to govern its activities. We look forward to working with you 
and the Commission as the two agencies implement the intent of the President’s proclamation. 

We also commit to providing you with updates on any additional progress and steps in the 
establishment and administration of the new National Monument.
